The remarke of the Judge were listened to 
most attentively, and none could fail to admire 
His‘ Honor’s boldness. There is a very wide dif- 
ference of opinion, however, between the mem- 
bers of the Bar, as also between the members of 
the community, as to the propriety of the 
Judge's little speech. It is a rare thing to hear 
aJudge announce beforehand that he proposes 
not to enforce the law; for the opinion most 
commonly prevails that it ie the duty of a Judge 
to enforce the law as he finds it on the statute- 
books. It is here reversed, and vudge McRopb- 
erts publicly declares that be is a law unto him- 
self, It was a surprise to the community to 
hear from a learned Judge a quasi apol- 
ogy for those saloon-keéepers who violated 
the law; for he said at the law re- 
quiring saloon-keepers to be fined and 
imprisoned for selling liquor to minors and 
drunkards without a licensé only went into ef- 
fect on the Ist of July, 1874, when the fact is, 
th@ the law has been substantially in force since 
July 1, 1872, The changes made in the law, and 
approved in July, 1874, are of small moment, 
and they do not touch the matter of penalty at 
all,so far ag being guilty of selling liquors to 
minors and drunkards is concerned. In these 
particulars the jaws are identical: therefore, 
since July 1, 1872, it has been the duty of Judge 
McRoberts and every other Judge in Illinois to 
both fine and imprison every person who came 
before them and was proven guilty of the crimi- 
. offense of selling liquor to minors and drunk- 
ards. 


The saloon-keepers are feeling very good in 
Joliet, and many of their friends aleo, while. on 
the other hand, the action of the Judge is crit- 
iciged very severely by some of our best citizens, 
aod those by no means radical temperance men. 
It is news to very many to be told that a Judge

Legislation on the Smoke Question. 


Before giving a description of the examination 
* the rolling-mills in Chicago, it is necessary, to 
a full understanding of the subject, to give some 
account of the process of making iron and Besse- 
mer steel rails. On arriving at the works the 
iron-ore is first broken into small pieces of a 
moderately uniform size; it is then mixed with 
the right proportiogs of fluc ang fuel, and then 
thrown into a furnace to be emelted and 
drawn off into ro sand-molds, the resultant 
product being knowb as “sols” and “pigs,” 
the latter only beigg sent into market as pig- 
tron.” The flux emp is generally limestone, 
but it varies both ia .amount and kind, ac- 
cording to the composition of the ore 
as determined by analysis,—some ores 
being so intimately |mixéd with earthy ingre-

ron which is specially produced for eonversion 
into Bessemer steel ia called Bessewer pig-metal, 
and belongs to the gray vafiety, having a lees 
proportion of carbon than the white metal. 

If the pig-metal is not sent iuto market, but 
retained for further manufacture, the next step 
in the process is its conversion into 

WROUGHT OR MALLEABLE IRON, 
by which its tenacity, ductility, and generat 
strength are greutly increased, aud it is reuder- 
ed malleable or capable of being wrought or 
worked into any forms or shapes under ham- 
mers, etc. This is effected by placing the pig in 
small pieces ina pmidling-furnace, where it is 
gradually reduced by a reverberating flame (i. e., 
aflame from a fire Which, striking agaiust the 
roof of the furnace, reverberates or reboands on 
to the masse of metal lying in the bed of the fur- 
nace) into aliquid maps. The heat of tbe far- 
mace is then suddenly increased bya greater 
strength of blast to a white heat. at which tem- 
perature the carbon in the liquid mass is oon 
entirely burnt oat, and the liquid mass remaining 
is mmply slag, with pasty lumpe of wrought, 
or practically pure iron, floating in the 
midet. These lumps are pressed together by tie 
woo and, as soon as sufliciently solidified, 
— are landed out of the furnace in the form

taken to the steam-hammer or s squeezer to be 
well hammered or squeezed as the case may be 
(some manufacturers preferring one process, 
and some the other), which serves to free it from 
most of the « or “cinder” still contained 
within it. The b which generally measures 
from 6 % 8 inches square, and from 14 to 18 
inches long, is then put through a set of 
“muck” rolis, by which it is gradually reduced 
nto a lovg, flat bar, measuring about 4 inches 
wide by & inch thick. Of some very five brauda, 
this “‘muck bar,” as it is called, is sent into 
markets, but in the great majority of cases it is 
reheated and worked from two to four times 
over, according to the quality or grade of 
finished product required, into “ merchant bars,” 
known in the market as pounds, fats, 
etc. The reheating is effected in what are 
known as ‘‘ reheating furnaces,” and the bars are 
produced by being passed through seta or 
“trains” of rolls, which are grooved on their sur- 

faces to produce the desired torms. 

IRON RAILS 
for railroads are produced in precisely the same 
way ae *‘ merchant bars,” except that instead of 
® single muck-bar being gradually reduced 
through the rolis and changedinto the finished 
product, a number of bars or “slabs” of non 
are bound together ip a pile almost square 
in section by wire, the top and bottom siabs 
being of a better quality than the centre, as the 
head and foot of a rail must be of stronger and 
better iron than the central portion. This pile 
is then passed through the rolls, being beated

they are lifted out of the pit by a crane, anid car- 
ried off to the blooming train of polls and 
steam-hammer, being heated again during the 
process of rolling and hammering ia reheat- 
ing furnaces. ng thus converted 
from an ingot in two ‘or three 
Blooms, according to size, they are ready for 
the rail-train of rolls through which they pase 
in precisely the same way as in the manufacture 
of iron rails. The operations of tipping the 
converters, removing and inserting bottoms 
(which have to be repaired after each heat) to 
the same, moving the ladle from the ingot-pit, 
and lifting the ingote out of the pit, are all per- 
formed by bvdraulic pressure, the water being 
used in general at a pressure of about 750 
pounds per square inch. The blast for the eon 
verters is given by powerful blast-engines, sup- 
plied with steam from ordinary steam-boilers ; 
these boilers also giving steam for working the 
hydraulic pumps. The blast for the cupola fur- 
naces and reheating furnaces is given by engines 
driving four blowers, the necessary steam being 
supplied in most cases by boilers heated by the 
waste gases from the reheating turnaces,* The 
same boilers, as arule, provide seam for the 
steam-bammer and for the engines driving the 
trains of rolls, ete. 

It will be seen from the above description that 
large amounts of the ) 

WASTE PROBUCTS OF COMBUSTION 

e-cape into the open air both from iron and steel 
worss, and in any city troubled with smoke 
nuisance in which such establishments are lo- 
cated it becomes an important question how far 
and bow much such works are to be credited 
with its production, and also when satisfactorily 
proved that they do add their quota (and in most 
cases a very large one) to this nuisance to what 
extent itis possible to abate or prevent it. In 
the progress made in iron and steel metallurgy 
daring the last twenty years, much advance has 
been made in regard to economy of the fuel re- 
quired in the various steps of the processes em- 
ployed, and this question of smoke prevention, 
though not receiving, at least in this country, 
direct attention as regards iron and steel works, 
is now, by reason of recent inventions, in & more 
manageable condition than ever before. That is 
to say, the statement madedn the first of these 
articles, that economy of fuel and prevention of 
emoke are synonymous, bolds equally true of 
iron and steel waaufacture as of the use of 
steam boilers simply for the purpose of heating 
buildings and providing steam for driving en- 
gines, elevators, etc. ‘l'racing the various poiuts 
in the process of manufacture at which com- 
bustion of fuel occurs, the firat to come under 
our notice is that of the biast-furnace. From 
this, io all properly-designed irou-works, there is 
no emoke-nuisauce, for the tops of the furnaces 
are covered, and the cases lod off therefrom to 
be burnt under the boilers which supply steam 
to the blast-furnaces, and to heat the ovens 
which eupply hot air for the furnace-blast : the 
resultant prodtict of this combustion ia little 
more than steam, as may be scen by any one in- 
terested who cares to examine thac issuing from 
the tall chimuey at the North Chicago Kolling- 
Mills. 

THE NEXT POINT ' 
in the process is that of pudaling, where in most 
iron works a large amount of smoke issues from 
the chimgey-stack. All the four works which 
have been mentioned are more or less offenders 
in this respect, but not greater offenders thao 
thee vast majority of iréu works all over the 
country. At this point, too, however. in vention 
has made vrogress, and a peculiar form ef fire- 
grate, which was intreduced and applied te pud- 
dling farnaces specially to economize fuel. has 
proved almost equally efficacions in preventing 
smoke; this grate is equally applicacle to 
the reheating furnaces, which are almost 
identical in construction with puddiling 
fornaces, and which produce, as «4 rule, 
almost as much smoke. In Bessemer steel- 
making me only point shere eombustion occurs 
differing from those already mentioned is the 
process of blowing air into the iron in the con- 
verter to burn up all the carbon. contained there- 
in. From this a tremendous body of mixed gases 
rushes out throuch a funnel and chimney ijote the 
open air. Not much smoke results from this 
procesa, however, as the carbon, by reason of 
the great heat of the gases, has been nearly III 
consuroed; it may be remarked here, however, 
that some economy conld N be effected 
by using the gases evolved from the converier 
in raising the steam for the blowing enagives, as 
in the case of the blast furnace, but, so far as 
the writer is aware, this has never vet beon. at- 
tempted, and, io the opinion of the Manager of 
the Steel Department at the North Chicago IIa, 
it is not feasible. 

From the foregoing statements it is apparent 
that no injustice would be done ia applying with 


equal force to the iron and steel works located in 


any city the same legislation against smoke 
nuisance as may be adopted in the cage of all 
— manufactories and places where steam is 
us 

The first visit was paid to the 

NORTH CHICAGO ROLLING-MILLS, 
whose maximum, annual production is 35,000 tons 
of steel rails and the same amount of iron rails. 
The total production for the year 1874 was 50,000 
tone. The total number of engimes of all kinds 
ip the whole establishment ie thirty-nine, and of 
boilers sixty-eight; and of these sixty-eight 
only thirty-three are heated by waste gases— 
twelve of them by those from the blast furnaces 
and twenty-one from the rebeating furuaces; 
the remaining thirty-five boilers may all be con- 
sidered as adding a considerable amount to the 
smoke nuisance of the city. Pittsburg coal is 
used througfout, and, when running full, 1,200 
men sre employed. The conclusion arrived at, 
therefore, after a careful examination of chess 
works, is, that when running full, ali the twenty- 
two reheating farnaces, twenty puddling fur- 
vaces, and thirty-five boilera, will add very ma- 
terially to the smoke nuisance. next visit 
was paid to the 
UNION ROLLING-MILLA. 

In these works irom and steel rails both are 
manufactured, asin the North Chicago Mills, 
put the bitumioous Bessemer pig metal is manu- 
factared at this Company's coal-mines in Iu- 
diaua, and made from Missonri ores, and snipped 
thence to the works.

The reader is now, therefore, in pos- 
session of all the facts regarding the iron and 
steel works of | as they are reiated to 
the smoke nuisance, aud we will now give some 
brief consideration to the 
THEORY OF COMBUSTION, 
and clone by recommending to public attention 
sucb of the various schemes for smoké-preven- 
tion as have been found in successful use in the 
city, and which agree with the demands of a 
theory that is now well known. First, a few 
words as to the mecessity ot careful stoking. 
Very much of the smoke nuisance wo 7 prevalent 
in this city, could, most decidedly i» it stated, 
be removed by more careful stoking. Careless 
stoking seems the rule, and careful stoking tae 
exception, throughout the city, aud it is decided- 
ly to the advantage of all steam-users that they 
pay more attention to this matter. Just at this 
point the words of a very able contemporary 
come in very apropos: Tbe attention 
paid to this work Arolla) by the meu 
so employed, indeed their very fit- 
ness for it, is so often deficient, 
that we wonder greater attention has not long 
ago been called to ft. Let coal-users begio to 
recognize ‘stoking’ as a something not to be 
done by every laborer who offers bis services, 
but rather as a kind of skilled labor to be weil 
paid for, and they will soon ee a saving alike 
easing and surprising to themselves.” 
Mine question of the perfect combustion of 
coal is simply ene of introducing the right 
amount of air into the gases evolved from the 
coal at the right periods during its combustion. 
Coal itself re not combustible, but, on the ap- 
pügation of sufheient heat, is gives off gases 
which are combustible, and when intimate y 
mixed with air burn readily through che mien! 
union with the oxygen of the air. The products 
of perfect combustion of coal gas are steam, 
carbonic acid gas, ammonia, and certain other 
compounds wuich if is uanecessary to particuiar- 
ize here. If the combustion is only partia! or 
imperfectly effected, there is, in addition te the 
above-pamed gases, carbonic oxide gas and sohd 
cat bon, and there appease in such case thag sub- 
stance known as amoke. Carbonic oxide is a gas 
combustible at a lower temperature than coal 
gas, and, therefore, if such escapes up the chim- 
ney, there is an absolute loss of the heat-giving 
properties ot the fuel consumed. Smoke is eim- 
ply small, very minutely-divided particles of car- 
bon diffased through a large amount ef watery 
vapor or steam, and when once formed, it is m- 
ible to burn it, for carbon is only combas:i- 

o when iv the form ef a gas. as carbonic oxide 
or carburreted hydrogen. On this account we bave 
always been particular in writing of the preven- 
tion of smoke for the combustion of smoke, 
though often spoken of, is stmply aa impossi- 
bility. The quantity of air required for oom 
plete combustion of the gases evolyed is vory 
great, no less than ten times tae volume at ordi- 
vary temperature of the gas coucomed, and hence 
it will be at once seen that it is impossible to in- 
troduce a suflicient quantizy into the furnace 
through the fire-door er ash-pit alone. Again, it 
ig necessary that the air introduced should have 
free and perfect acoess to every particle oc atom 
of the gases evolved Item the coal in order that 
a perfect chemical union may take place botwoen 
them, and this can best be effected by introducing 
it in a number of small jets raiber than in a 
thick stream. It should also be remarked that 
too much air introduced into a furnace will bave 
the same eff ot as too small a quanti, vis: the 
production of swoke and earvonic oxide. 

From the remarks which have been made re- 
garding the theory of combustion it will be seen 
tnat any system for the perfect prevention of 
smoke requires that air shall be introduced at 
the bridge-wall of a farnace, as well as through 
the fre-doora, Thisis very effectually accom- 
plished by the Smoke Preventing Apparatus of 

WILLIAM NAYLOR AND OORNELIUS M'GLNNIS8, 
which has already been brieily alluded te in our 
statement of the detailed examiuation of the 
boilers at Messer. Field & Leiter's wholesale 
and retail stores. The principle consists in in- 
trodacing the air réquisite for mixing in the 
right proportions with all the cembustiole gasca 
evolved from the coal, both through the dre- 
door and ash-pit door in front of the furnace, 
and through the bridge-wall back of the furnace. 
The fire<ioor opening, instead of being closed 
with the ordinary fire-door muged on the side, is 
opened or closed te any desicad extont by a bent 
plate, hinged on its upper edge to the front of 
the boiler. By means of a beat rod or lever this 
fire-doer opening can be regulated so as to allow 
athin or thick stream of air, according to re- 
quirements, to ass) oer the surface of 
the biazing nel, and eombive§ with 
the gases evolyed from the front 
portion of the coals. upon the fire-grate. The 
fre-grate is laid rather higher at the back than 
im front, which promotes an intimate union be- 
tween the air admitted at the fire-door and the 
gases evolved from the buraing coals. This iw 
aided hy a deflecting arch of brickwork which is 
built up against the bottom of the boiler at « 
place over the middle of the fhe-gate, and which 
serves to deflect downwards upon the burning 
fuel amy heated air which may have risen up to 
the bottom of the boiler. The upper part of the 
bridge-wall 1s hollow, and formed of iron plates, 
which at the back are sleping and perforated, 
for the whole length ef the wal, with pnu- 
wnerous holes. Inte this hollow bridge-wal! 
the air enters from the ash-pit, and, passing 
through the perforations at the back, intimately 
mixes with such gases as are still anconsumed 
as they pass over the top of the bridge-wall. As 
the current of au entering throogh this bridge- 
wall is in general very strong, a deflecting arch 
of brick-work similar to that in front of tie 
bridge-wall is placed behind it, and at a distance 
from it equal to that of the arch in front of the 
wall. As the current of air impinges against 
this arch it is again deflected downwards and 
intimately mixed with such gases as are still 
unconsumed, which by reason of such mixture, 
are thoroughly burnt. The depth of the com- 
Lustion-chamber just behind the bridge wall is 
greater than in most boilers, which allows the 
heated gases to assume their proper rolling mo- 
tion the same es may have been observed in the 
case of smoke, this motioh bringing every por- 
tion of the heated gases in turn against the bot- 
tom of the boiler. 


Both as 4 smoke-preventer and as a fuel- | 


economizer this apparatus is very successful; 
experime:its made in the presence of the writer 
proved that perfect control could be had over 
the amount of smoke produced simply by 
adjusting the moveable fire-door, and, as re- 
gards economy of fuel,the writer made inquiries 
at the State Mille, where the apparatus is in use, 
and heard that it had been put in by the invent- 
ors with a 175 saving of 20 per cent, and 
that recentiy the owners of the mills bad paid 
for the same in fuall,—a sure proof that this sav- 
ing bad been effected. The work done at those 
mills by the two boilers (each measuring 16 feet 
long by 4 feet 6 inohes diameter) is driving with 
steam at 45 pounds pressure, an engine with 
eynnder 30 inches diameter, and 4 feet stroke, 
running 5@ revolutions per minute, and a large 
pump 14 imches diameter by 36 inches 
stroke. Before Naylor and McGinnies’ ap- 
paratus was fixed to boilers the prodaction 
of the mille was barrela of flour 
per diem. now it is 225 barrels; one-fourth more 
water is evaporated from the boilers (they now 
evaporate 9 pounds ef water per pound of fuel 
burnt); an even supply of steam is obtained, 
which before was not the case, and there is abno- 
lutely no trouble from clinkers on the fire-grate. 
The engineer himself certifies to a saving of at 
least 15 per cent, and this he expects to tind in- 
oceased after exhaustive experiments. The con- 
sumption is ten tons per day of twenty-four 
hours of Wilmington coal.

OTHER SMOKE-PREVENTIVE APPARATUS

With regard to 

LEGISLATION 

on this matter of smoke prevention, the chief 
principle to be regarded in framing any ordi- 
nance or ordinances is, that it be comprehensive, 
bearing with equal force, as far as ible, on 
all classes of the community, and thorough. 
Let no half measures be adopted; this fault 
has proved in many instances the sole reason of 
the complete failare ef much well-intended 
but weak legislation in the matter of the smoke- 
nuisance, it tas been clearly shown in these 
articles that u uptice will be done to any one 
class of manuf.u. .cers or other steam uxers, in 
framing legislation to oblige every steam-user 
so to manage or build his furuaces as to prevent 
smoke ; therefore, let such legislation be enacted 
speedily, yet with good judgment, and pressed, 
when once framed, with ness and cousist- 
ency. All reforms, of whatever nature, are met 
with opposition at their inception, however well 
calculated they may be to effect the object 
sought, and im this case we may expect at t 
loud outgries from probably the majority of 
steam-users in this city against the expense 
to which they will be put in alteriag 
their furmaces, and repeated assertiogs that 
all attempts which have heretofore been made, 
iu any city and in any country, to deal with the 
smoke nuisance, have one and all proved fail- 
ures, nbtably so in Great Britain. Let not the 
public be deceived by such siatements, fer they 
are not true. In the case of Great Britain. 
much smoke is undoubtedly to be seen hanging 
over every town and city, but it is empbaticaliy 
true that the largest portion of this arises from 
private dwellings, not from monafactories. 
Since the enforcement of the provisions of the 
Smoke-Prevention acts, the former nuisanve, 
arising from the chimneys of manufactories bas 
very pely decreased,—in fact, been almost 
abated ; bat the chimneys of all dwellinghouses 
in which bitumivous or saft coal is solely used 
still send forth their black yoiames of smoke, 
aod, until legislation ig extended to them, this 
will continue to be the case. But in 
this city, and America generally. hard coal is al- 


mos: entirely employed in houses, and even if | 


soft coal is oceasionally used ia the stoves, the 
smoke arising therefrom is but alight, owing to 
the fact that the process of combustion in a 
stove iacludes a kind of coking or semi-coking 
operation which evables all the gases evolved to 
be burnt. In Great Britain, therefore. «moke- 
preventive legislation, to be thoroughly effective, 
should be extended to private dwellings ; in Chi- 
eago, it is only necessary to include manufac- 
tories, hotels. and offive buildings. 

We are glad to see that the Citizens’ Associa- 
tion, by the appointment of a Smoke Committee, 
is moving in earnest in this mater Let 21 cit- 
ixens ef Chicago, who have their een and the 
city’s interest at heart, give them their heal tiest 
support and encouragement.

Wasntreron, D. C., Jan. 23.—The Repub- 
lican Senators held a cancus to-day, which con- 
tinned for several hours. The chief topic of 
discussion was the condition ef the South; but, 
there being conflicting views, no result was 
reached, The caucus, instead of giving 
expression to views on the Louisiana 
qnestion, agreed to await the action 
of tne Committee en Elections on the 
Pinchback credentials, ane will therefore be 
governed in the Senate by the Committee's ro- 
port. Some of the Senators say there is no 
escape from the present difhculties in that 
State except by remanding it to a ter- 
ritorial condition. By this means they 
could avoid the eomplications 2322 
out of the official recognition of the Kellogg 
Government, and open a way by which er 
may eveutually be restored.

It is expected that the bill prepared by the 
| Citizens’ Association for amendments to the 
| City Charter will be brought before the 
Legislature next week. In addition to the 
Committee having the matter in charge, it is 
stated that several of our prominent citizens, 
including Messrs. Wr Dextre, Coornavon, 
Bowxx, and Grazrwzsavm, will go to Spring- 
field for the purpose of fully explaining the. 
merits of the proposed changes, and the 
necessity therefor. We are glad to hear it, 
and hope that no effort will be spared to in- 
duce the Legislature to adopt the amend- 
ments. We have already gone over them at 
nome length and in detail. They provide for a 
simplification of the departments, a concen- 
tration of responsibility, two houses in the 
municipal legislature (one elected by the peo- 
ple at large), a check on lavish appropriations, 
a prohibition of the false system of spending 
city money before it is collected, and other 
indispensable changes. The fact is that the 
proposed amendments are so essential that it 
is not likely the people of Chicago will 
vote to adopt the new charter unless they 
sre provided. Without them, we would be 
little better off under the present general 
law than we are under our present charter, 
and there would be no object in making the 


change. 


GEN. SHALER’S IDEAS. 

The class of people in Chicago who are in 
favor of carrying out Gen. Saaien’s ideas rela- 
tive to enlarging the Fire Department and 
protecting (?) the city against fires have sev- 
eral times questioned the statements of Tut 
Curcaco Tarnox in regard to the enormous 
expense which his proposed reforms will en- 
tail upon the tax-payers of the city. The 
recent detailed estimates of the Fire Marshal 
and Police Commissioners, however, have 
now fixed the expenses of the Snaxs ideas, 
and they confirm the statements of Tur 
Tamonz, and show that the Suat ideas, if 
carried out, will prove oppressive to an in- 
supportable degree. 

A glance at the details will show the cor- 
rectness of Tux Tame statement. Gen. 
Seater wants 6,600 telegraph poles, 615 
miles of wire, and the necessary apparatus 
to go with them, amounting to $181,865; he 
also wants 18 more steamers, 16 additional 
hook and ladder trucks, 10 fuel wagons, 51 
fire extinguishers, 5 fuel depots, 34 brick 
buildings, and 30 building lots, costing $547,- 
854.55; he also wants sufficient additional 
men to the present force to cat 
up $379,370, a machine shop te cost 


1 $40,000, and a river boat o cost 


$60,000. The sum total of the General's 
wants reaches the modest figure of $1,209,- 
000! To this of course must be added the 
present expense of the ent, which 
will saddle upon the tax-ridden people of Chi- 
cago about $2,000,000 for this single 
Department. If Gen. Saal had pro- 
posed this scheme as d measure to plunge 
the aty into bankruptcy, it would prove emi- 
nently successful. As a matter of financial 
economy, it would be more profitable to burn 
Chicago up at once and have done with it. 
The million and a quarter extra to start 
with is only the first step in the expenditures 
that would be required. We have now more 
engines than water-supply. With the excep- 
tion of a dozen or two of blocks in the busi- 
ness heart ef the city, the present force of 
engines cannot be supplied ata large fire. It 
would be necessary to double or treble the 
size of the present water-pipes to furnish 
the Department when enlarged to Gen. 
Suns ideas. The expense of doing this 
would be several millions of dollars; 
and how is the money to be obtained? And 
then with this enormous Fire Department 
would come a demand to double the police 
force, to give the firemen adequate aid and 
protection, and to man all the multiplied fire- 
alarm boxes. As one department is in- 
creased, so all the others demand enlarged 
ne pay, and higher sala- 
But supposing Gen. Saatzn’s ideas were 
carried out; suppose the city should be able 
to obtain a couple of million dollars annually 
in some mysterious manner, and to 
find the money to double the size 
of the water-pipes and pumping-works, 
and then proceed to buy up engines, hose- 
carts, hose-pipe, and fire apparatus enough to 
put out a big conflagration, what then? 
What would be the results of Gen. nals 
magnificent equipment? First, we should 
possibly get cheaper insurance, most of which 


in all probability would be worthless insur- | 


ance. Second, having cheaper insurance, 
people would get insured up to their eyes. 
Third, relying upon their insurance as a pre- 
ventive against loss, men would become reck- 
less, and go to bed at night without a thought 
or care ‘as to the safety of their prop- 
buildings, they would expose their neigh. 
bors to danger with impunity, They 
would accumulate infammable and un- 
safe goods without proper protection. They 
would pave the way for constant fires and 


making of innumerable contracts, 

public need not be told what the making df 
contracts implies in Chicago or any other large 
city. It would open avenues of frand, and 
bribery, * corrupt favoritism, and the city 
would be swindled as it never has been be- 
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taxed almost to death every year to keep up 
this gigantic fire establishment, even 
then nothing will have been done 
to prevent fires. Millions of dollars will 
have been spent to put out fires, but not 
one cent to prevent them. Elaborate rules 
and regulations will have been devised to 
extinguish fires, but none to protect property 
from catching fire, as is done in many 
American and all European cities. On the’ 
other hand, everything will have been done 
to encourage ¢arelessness and recklessness 
ending in the destruction of property. This 
| enormous increase of the Fire Department, 
| and this enormous expenditure of money, at 
a time when money is wanted for oth- 


er purposes than to make insurance 


„ chenp and corruption universal, are 
recommended ; when the thing needed is 
greater precaution and prevention, more care 


nately, these cheap, sure 

conflagrutions do not commend themselves 
to contractors, tax-eaters, corrupt rings, and 
public plunderers generally, who revel and 
rejoice in magnificent expenditures of other 
people’s money. 

In behalf of economy, official honesty, 
healthy polities, reliable insurance, and the 
safety of the city, we protest against this pro- 
posed criminal waste of money, especially in 
our present financial embarrassments. No 
emergency exists, ndr can exist, for such a prof- 
ligate expenditure. Gen. Smaier may be an 
excellent disciplinarian, but he is altogether 
too expensive a luxury for this city in its

One of the greatest, if not the greatest, en- 
couragemests to crime in this city is fur- 
nished by the establishments known as pawn- 
brokers’ shops. There is no more reason 
why the business of a pawnbroker may not 
be honestly carried on than there is why the 
dry goods or anction business should not be 
honest; nevertheless, with few exceptions, 
they are nothing else than schools in which 
liberal prizes are. offered to thieves, and in 
which a convenient and legal shield is offered 
to crime. A recent case, but one of a class 
that is occurring daily, will illustrate what we 
have said : 

A boy 14 years of age, employed in one of 
our hotels, recently robbed a guest of jewelry 
valued at $1,830, Eventually, the boy was 
arrested, and he confessed what he bad done 
with the jewels. He had sid a diamond 
cluster worth $1,000 tu a pawnbroker for $5 
He had pawned a diamond pin worth $800 to 
the same pawnbroker for $5.50, and disposed 
of the remaining $30 worth of his booty oth- 
erwise. Leaving out of question for the mo- 
ment the boy's criminality, here was a case 
where a man whose business made him a 
judge of such articles, and who of ne- 
cestity was able to discriminate be- 
tween the real and the fraudulent gems, 
who took from this boy two pieces of dia- 
mond jewelry worth $1,800, and paid therefor 
to the thief the sum of ten dollars and fifty 
cents/ The law stamps the boy with the 
brand of a thief—a felon; it recognizes the 
other party to the transaction as a mer- 
chant” doing a legitimate, honest, and com- 
mendable business! We much mistake the 
moral sense of the public if its judgment of 
the relative honesty of the boy who stole and 
the man who bonght the jewelry does not 
differ from that established by the law. We 
refer to this particular case with no purpose 
to select this pawnbroker for special censure 
or condemnation; the law acquits him, and 
therefore he is not (?) criminal; but we refer 
to it because it is a fair illustration of the 
general business done daily and openly 
in all parts of the city, under the license and 
protection of the law. The Grand Jury of 
this county have, we understand, investigated 
this case fully, and, such is the state of the 
law, no one can be indicted or convicted save 
the child. The adult rascal who purchased 
the stolen goods, knowing themſto be such, 
escapes. Thereader will, of course, reach his 
own conclusions as to this particular case; 
but we wish to suggest the probable circum- 
stances under which this class of trading is 
done. A boy wants some money ; he steals 
a watch, or article of jewelry, or a picce of 
silver-ware ; he knows by previous observa- 
tion that certain benevolent gentlemen 
in the city are willing to advance mon- 

on such articles. The bo = 
himeslt sf the counter of” cae 6 
these three-ball establishments with a set i 
diamonds worth several hundred dollars, and 
asks how much the man behind the counter 
will give for them. The article is examined 
critically, its value discovered with exactness 
by the expert, and the man, holding the dia- 
monds in his hands, boldly accuses the boy of 
having stolen them, and announces his pur- 
pose to keep them for the owner. Naturally, 
the impulse of the boy would be to run away, 
but he is not allowed to depart; that is not 
business; the purpose is to get the diamonds 
and pay as little as possible forthem. The 
boy is then terrified by threats of arrest, and 
finally signs a receipt for $20 or $50 for the 
ring, pin, or other article, and is paid $5 
and is allowed todepart, The boy, of course, 
spends the $5, does not attempt the impossi- 
bility of returning the fictitious $20 or $50 
| he has receip ted for, and in due time the dia- 
monds are forfeited as ‘‘an unredcemed 
pledge.” We submit that, morally, the pawn- 
broker in such a case is a deliberate thief, 
whether the law him as such or 
not. What is the future of that boy? Hav- 
ing once tasted blood, having once stolen and 


enjoyed the proceeds, having had his de- | 


sire for money gratified, though altogether 
insufficiently, and knowing that there is 
a place where he can convert other peo- 
ple property into money for his own 
yee, he fepeats his stealings again and 
again, until at last he becomes a convicted 
felon. Now, if all the 8 and 
junk-shops of this city be multiplied by 
thirty, the result will be an approximation to 
the number of boys and girls who are juat 
now stealing from their homes, their en:ploy- 
ers, and from others, and selling direct, or 
technically pawning, their stolen goods at 
these licensed and public establishments. 
But these boys and girls, thus encouraged 
and invited to steal, are not the only purvey- 
ors to those receptacles of stolen 
The regular professions of pickpockets, burg- 
lars, and thieves do not steal watches, dia- 


worth $200 ean readily have it returned 
to him by paying $75 or $100 and 
asking no questions. When stolen property 
is found at a pawnbroker’s, the latter will 
freely offer to return it upon being refund- 
ed hig advances.” The claim for advances is 

probably three times the amount actually 
paid to the thief. The owner has to comply 
with this demand or resort to law, in which 


case he will have to prove impossible things 


to the satisfaction of a jury packed by the 
receivers of stolen goods, be denounced by 
the standing counsel of the thieves, and 
either lose the case or have to spend the 
whole value of the goods to get them back. 

It is a remarkable fact that here, in the last 
half of the nineteenth century, in this free 
Republic,-with a National Congress and thir- 
ty-seven ‘Sovereign State” Legislatures an- 
nually making laws ; with 2,000 Courts, and 
2,000 Grand Juries, and 2,000 Prosecuting 
Attorneys, engaged in enforging the law; in 
an age when the pulpit proclaims God's ven- 
geande for drinking weak beer,—a people who 
have invented the telegraph, who have util- 
ized steam, chained the lightning, and caused 
rivers to flow up hill, stand, confessing their 
inability to frame alaw which will reach the 
case of these men, who realize openly and 
ostentatiously from 75 to V per cent of all 
the property stolen by the thieves, burglars, 
and pickpockets. They and their nefarious 
trade, their open dishonesty, and flagrant en- 
couragement of and invitation to crime, are 
above law and defy Justice. 


LANDLORDS AND GAMBLERS. 

The investigations within the last month 
have developed the fact that, under the law of 
Illinois, it is not possible to convict the owner 
of the premises used and occupied for gam- 
blingghouses. It seems that the law, as con- 
strued, requires, in order to convict the lessor 
for renting the premises for gaming pur- 
poses, there must be proof that when the 
premises were rented or leased they were so 
rented or leased for the purpose of being 
used for gaming. Gamblers pay liberal 
renta, as do the keepers of houses of prosti- 
tution, In fact, they pay much greater rent 
than any tenant would pay, or could afford to 
pay, for decent, honest, and legitimate busi- 
ness, Many landlords, therefore, knowing 
the law, ask no questions. When they are 
offered 100 per cent more rent for their 
premises than they would be glad to accept, 
they very readily sign leases to Mrs. Sxna- 
PNA Bawp, or Gro Wasnixaton Carrs, 
and ask no questions. When the house 
in a few weeks blossoms out as a house of 
prostitution, or the rooms become notorious 
as a gambling den, the landlord is, of course, 
very much shocked, but he, hevertheless, 
continues to collect his double rent, and goes 
to church, and proclaims his personal sanc- 
tity, without any visible compunctions of con- 
science or effort to dislodge his illegal and 
disreputable tenants. 

Can the Legislature of Illinois devise an 
amendment to the criminal code that will 
reach these persons who thus directly collect 
a large share of the profits of the nefarious 
business carried on in their buildings? It 
seems to us that the necessary law could be 
easily framed if there were an earnest pur- 
pose to do so; and this law need not be a 
very long one. 

Such a law might declare gambling houses, 
or premises used as such, to be illegal; that 
any lease of such premises thus used may be 
set aside upon the application by the lessor 
to any Court, upon showing the indictment 
and conviction of the tevatit, or sub-tenanf, 
or other occupant, for gaming, or permitting 
gaming, or keeping a gaming house on those 
premises; and that such conviction shall be 
such notice to the owner or lessor of the un- 
lawful use of the premises as to furnish 
prima facie evidence of a knowledge and con- 
sent on his part that such premises are used 
for such illegai purposes; and subjecting 
such owner upon conviction to the same 
penalties prescribed by law for the 
keepers of such gaming house. It 


seems to us that, if there were a desire upon 


the part of the law-makers to reach this class of 
landlords who rent their buildings for these 
dishonest and disreputable occupations, it 


would not be impossible to do so by a law, 


that could be enforced. The present law 


fails utterly to reach them. It is immaterial | 


that they receive extraordinary rents, and 
that the premises are notorious gaming 
houses, the present law insists upon direct 
proof that, when the lease was male, the 
owner knew it was for a gambling house. 
Subsequent knowledge is not admissible, and 
the landlord is at liberty to go on collecting 
the rent from the proceeds of crime with en- 
tire immunity. 

We think, if this matter were laid properly 
before the Governor and the Legislature, the 
legal omission might be remedied, and the 
partnership now existing between landlords 
and gamblers torob and fleece people might 
be broken up and terminated. 

THE OPERA SEASON, 

The economical tendencies of the times 
are plainly manifest in the treatment which 
has been accorded to the opera during the 
past week. People, as a rule, are bound to 
be amused, and, when they have an econom- 
ical streak, the theatre aud the opora are the 
last things to be given up. When these suffer, 
it may be taken as proof positive that the 
times are hard. There is no other theory 
which ean account for the bad business which 
Mr. Srznaxosca has done. He has brought a 
very strong troupe here, much stronger than 
the average, more fully equipped than the 
average, with a chorus which is good, and an 


orchestra exceptionally excellent. At the head 


of this troupe is an artist whose name is 
known all over the musical world, 
and who stands in the same rank with 
Nasen, Lwoca, Dz Munrsxa, and other 
lyrie celebrities, and her associates are all ex. 
cellent artists. The performances have been 
remarkably smooth, even, finished, and en- 
joyable, and the operas have been placed 
upon the stage with great care. The reper- 
toire has embraced “jiravieta, Lucia,“ 


44 Faust,“ 40 Ernani, Mignon, and „Aida,“ 


all of which are popular works which 
usually draw, and“ Lohengrin,” which was a 


debt. It is not a question of excellence, nor 
have the people any doubt that they will get 
an equivalent for their money. The opera 
ttoupes are headed by Aubani, Kto, and 
Au, and the concert troupes by Dz 
Moarsga, Apbrtamz Puriuirrs,, Cam Unso, 
and other favorite artists, who in other sea- 
sons have been most liberally patronized. 
The attractions are as strong and numerous 
as ever, but the money is not in the people's 
pockets, However distressing this may be to 
the managers, it is a hopefal sign, and the 
economy of this year will make good their 
losses to them next year. Fortunately, the 
most of them are in a condition to wait until 
that time, when they may look for crowded 
houses, silks, satins, and diamonds. Just now 
the people are on short rations, and, mach as 
they love to listen to the singing-birds and 
air their fincries, they must go very slow in 
the indulgence of their desires. 


THE PROSPECTS OF WAR IN EUROPE. 

There has for many months been a sup- 
pressed apprehension on both continents 
of a European War in the near future. 
This apprehension has more recently taken 
form and expression in the newspaper press 
of England and America, where alone such a 
topic may be discnased with freedom. The 
turning point in the transition from peace to 
war is set at the death of the Pope, an event 
which is soon expected; the war to be a polit- 
ico-ecclesiastical struggle, in which all the 
European powers must take part on one side 
or the other. Even Mr. Dan is now 
made to do service as a prophet. The veri- 
fication of his prediction of the Franco-Prus- 
sian War of 1870-71 is Wited to give his 
‘** Lothair ” musings the color of authority as 
to the religious war to be waged upon the 
death of the long-lived Pros. 

While we admit that the European situa- 
tion is sufficiently complicated to warrant 
serious apprehensions, we can hardly conceive 
that Europe can at this day be plugged into 
a general war over a theoretical dif- 
ference as to Church dogma or discipline ; 
and this is now all that the Papal question 
means. The temporal power of the Pope 
has been definitely disposed of for all time. 
Italy has settled that question without prac- 
tical help on the one side or practical opposi- 
tion on the other. Civilization has advanced 
too far to be now absorbed in a gigantic 
struggle of peoples over a dogmatic disputa- 
tion. The struggle is one of Intelligence 
anti Reason against Ignorance and Supersti- 
tion in our age, when the latter must give way 
before the superior mental forces of the 
former, and is denied even an appeal to its sole 
resort of arms. In any general European 
war, growing out of aggressive tendencies or 
national traditions, the Ultramontane ques- 
tion might exert an important influence; but 
it could not of itself call Europe to arms. 
War isa temporal institution, and religions 
wars belonged to the times when Kings were 
instruments of the Popes and whole nations 
swayed by the priesthood. That time is long 
since passed. The temporal power of the 
Church is no longer dominant; it needs no 
general war to put it down. 

We must look elsewhere for an explanation 
of the apprehensive feelings which unques- 
tionably exist as to a European war, and 
which found a significant expression in a re- 
cent “imspired” editorial in the London 
Times, We may group the possible canses of 
war in Europe as follows: (1) France’s hos- 
tile disposition towards the German Empire; 
(2) the alleged greed of the German Em- 
pire for the acquisition of territory 
and the extension of power; (3) Russia's 
designs on the Dardanelles and that 
portion of Turkey commanding the Black 
Sea; (4) the jealousy of Austria and England 
as to Russia's proposed aequisitions; (5) the 
apprehensions of all the European powers, 
except Russia, as to the commercial and mili- 
tary growth of the German Empire. Any or 
all of these provocatives to war may be mod. 
ified by the Ultramontane question ; in some 
cases it would exert an adverse, and in others 
a favorable, influence, but it cannot in itself 
precipitate a general struggle. The warlike 
powers of Europe to-day, so far as a general 
wager of battles goes, are narrowed down to 
three,—Russia, Germany, and France, Great 
Britain could only be drawn into war to 
defend her possessions of commercial value,

Sweden, Norway, and Tarkey—only tremble 
at the vast armaments of their neighbors, and 
will only fight in desperation for self-exist- 
ence, War to them means disaster and bank- 
ruptey, and perbaps annihilation. 

Narrowed down to France, Germany, and 
Russia, we find: France, eageras the tiger 
to spring upon its traditional foe, lacks the 
tiger’s strength. It requires more than four 
years to obliterate such an experience as 
France has suffered. She has had no time 
nor system for recuperation; if unable 
to cope with half-united Germany four 
years ago, it wonld be sheer folly 
to attempt it now against united Germany. 


France still lacks the physical strength, the 


miitary system, and the educational enlight- 
enment for a war with Germany. The 
French family is too small to battle with the 
German family. Its average number is four, 
with but one efficient male member. The 
father, married late in life, ia old aud decrep- 
id when the single son becomes of fighting 
age. France is decreasing in population at 
the rate of 100,000 a year, though she suffers 
nothing from emigration; once a Frenchman, 
alwaysa Frenchman. Germany is increasing in 


population at the rate of 600/000 a year in spite 


of the constant drain made upon her adoles- 

cence by America. The German family gen-

In spite of all these reasonabl ¢ argum ents 
against the prospects of a European war, the 


apprehension is pronounced, and the Great 


Powers are maintaining the full complement 
of their standing armies and strengthening 
their armaments. This is what called out 
the London Times article, which has caused 
the sensation, and which was most likely 
prompted by the desire to urge the British 
Gove.nment to put its house in order for the 
emergency. The Sick Man of Europe is 
still the most dangerous element in the inter- 
national polities of the old continent, A so- 
lution of that problem is suggested bya 
Washington correspondent of the New York 
Graphic, who professes to have learned of a 
proposition which Bismarck has .made to 
France and Russia, on, the following terms: 

First — That to France shall be surrendered Alsace 
and Lorraine, with Belgium and ail the country on the 
west bank of the Rhine. 

Second—That Russia sball be | to take pos- 
session of Constantinople and the Turkish pos- 
sessions in Europe, together. with 5 Hungarian and 
Slavonic populations in Austria, | 

In compensation for these immense concessions to 
Russia and France, Germany asks to be allowed to 
extend her rule over the 8, 000. 000 of German popu- 
lation in Austria,—which would give her Vienna 
and Trieste,—and also to take possession of Denmark, 
Holland, and all the country on the east bank of the 
Rhine. This s¢beme would in valve the blotting out of 
Austria as a nation, of Turkey in Europe, of Den- 
mark, Holland, and Belgium. It is also understood 
that BisManc« demands that Russia shall surrender 
to Germany the Baltic provinces of Nur which ue 
inhabited mainly by Germans. 

This scheme is not altogether go specula- 
tive and visionary as most newspaper prog- 
nostications of great alliances and national 
transformations. It has a basis in the diplo- 
matic thought and discussion of Germany, 


but that is all. The details of the scheme 


are conspicuously inaccurate. Germany 
would never cede to France the left side of 
the Rhine, a portion of which is ineluded in 
Alsace, as this is claimed as original German 
territory and is necessary to the unity of 
the Empire; but it might part with 
Lorraine for the considerations named. 
Germany might also be willing that 
France should possess itself of that portion 
of Belgium contiguous to it, including Brus- 
sels, which may be called French Belgium, 
but not that portion which may be called 
Dutch Belgium, including Antwerp. Ger- 
many wants that grand port; seaports are 
her special envy; Antwerp would be worth 
more to her than a whole interior kingdom. 
Nor will Russia consent that Germany - 
quire Holland and Denmark without gn at 
compensation, which may involve the int e- 
pendence of Sweden. But the Ultramonts ue 
question, most of all, prevents at present so 
radical a solution of the intricate Europian 


problem as this scheme suggests, ‘The 
German Empire would gladly absprb 


the nine millions of German popula- 
tion which Austria contains, but it would 
have to take with them the six millions more 
of the Slavonic and Bohemian peoples of the 
same Empire who are mixed among them. 
On this basis, the German Empire would 
have a preponderance of Catholic population. 
BisuMancx will not consent to this, as he has 


already openly declared, nor strive for it until 


he has disposed of the Ultramontane difficul- 


ties that he has already on hand. Any such |

CASPAR HAUSER, 


Casta Havers, Vou Knast Donn. 1874. 

Never, perhaps, bas there been a human being 
around whom the mantle of mystery has been 
so closely Grawn as around that strangest 
phenomenon of à man, or rather of a boy, known 
as Caspar Hauser, Born no one knows where, 
or of whom, bis early years were spent in physi- 
cal and mental darkness, under ground we may 
say,—hbis world narrowed to the limit of a cell 
into which the light never penetrated ; his inter- 
‘course wilh men to receiving a little food from 
an upkpown band into the gloom of his:subter- 
raneau abode, in which another unknown hand 
had thrust him. His death, like his life, was a 
mystery. He perished, too, by an unknown 


| It was on the 26th of May, 1823,—that is, on 
| the Easter-Monday of that year,—that the 
| strange youth made bis first appearauce in Nutn- 
berg. It was just midday when his strange gait 
| and still stranger way of talking, something 
after the manner of a child, attracted the atten- 
tion ofa shoemaker named Weickman. Caspar 
had a letter addressed to the Captain of the 
Fourth Squadron. Weickman undertook to 
show him the way to the Captain's house. He 
did what be conid to open a conversation with 
the youth, but all to no purpose. The strange 
boy could utter but a few words, and even to 
these he attached no meaning whatever. He 
was little better than a parrot, articulating what 
he couid not himself understand. The Captain 
was not at home, and Caspar was takes toa 
stable to await bis return. Arrived there, he 
threw himself upon the straw and fell into a 
profound aleed. When the Captain came home, 
the people of the house waked the boy up, who 
Presented bis letter to the person to whom it 
was addressed. The letter was dated. From ti 
Bavarian boundgry—Place unknown, 1828.“ Io 
German anything but classical, it recited that the 
| boy was seat to him—the Captain ; that he would 
| serve his King well; thet he had been confided 
to the writer, à poor day-laborer, on the Ich day 
of October, 1812; that he—tne writer—bad ten 
ohildren of bis own, and enoagh to do to sup- 
port them; that the child's motber had desired 
him to educste it; that he had brought nim uo 
un a Christian manner, and that since 1812 de 
had not allowed him to stray one step from the 
house; that o ove knew where the boy had 
come from, and that the lad himself did tot 
know where the house he had lived in was. nor 
the place in which it was situate; that be had 
been taught to read and write, and that, if he 
bad had parents to educate him, he would be a 
very clever lad. The writer added that he bad 
taken the boy as far as Neumark only, and bad 
left him, saying that, when he became as soldier, 
| he, the laborer, would find bim out. Accompa- 
| nying this letter was a note ln Roman letters, 
| 
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which recited that the boy was already baptized, 
and thas his name was Caspar; that he was 17 
_ years of age, born on the 30th of April, 1812; 
| and thut the writer was a poor gul, and unable 
| to support him apy longer. 
| Capt. Wesgening questioned Caspar about bis 
origin aad antecedenta, but failed to elicit any 
| information, or scarcely a gleam of intelligence, 
from him, A few words and phrases repeated 
over and over agnin, like a machine, were the 
only evidences the lad gave that be could talk or 
think at all. Deppairing of discovering anything 
from bim, the Captain turned the boy over to 
the police authorities of Nurnberg. The jaiior, a 
very benevolent and kind-bearted man, took him 
in charge, and kept bim seven weeks, all the 
time exercising the strictest observation over 
hia actions. At the end of the seven weeks it 
became apparent that Caspar was a most extraor- 
dinary phenomenon. His physical and mental 
constitutions, the jailor and others who had 
watched him saw, were very different from those 
of boys of bis age. With the stature of a boy of 
17, be had the appearance ofa child of 6. His 
mind was eutirely undeveloped. He would taste 
nothing but bread and water, When compelled 
to take other food, his stomach rebelied against 
it. His senses were exceedingly sensitive. 
While a few could see in him nothing more thao 
a stupid peasant-lad, intelligent observers ac- 
knowledged themselves in presence of an ab- 
normal instance of human development. 

Alter Caspar was able to make himself under 
stodd, he gave it a» his recollection that, from 
about his 4th year to the time of bis appear- 
ance in Nurnberg, he had lived in a emall; dark 
room, in a sitting posture. He was provided 
every day with bread aod water, wasned occa- 
sionally, and furnished with c'ean linen. A pair 
of wooden borses to play with, and a pair of 
reins, were the only objects of amusement he 
had known during his captivity, and riding them 
had been his sole entertainment and employ- 
ment. A short time before his advent in Nuru- 
berg, aman used to come into hie prison to 
teach bim a few words, and to guide his band 
until he bad learned to write the words * Caspar 
Hauser.“ After this the strange man took him 
on bis back, and, in the darkness of the night, 
carried him to the oeghborhood of Nuraberg, 
when he gave him the letter referred to above. 

When it was finally known that nothing 
could be discovered concetuing the boy, 
the City of Nurnberg decided to adopt bim, 
and to have him educated a: its own expense. 
A guardian was appointed for him, and the well- 
known Prof. Daumer, who took the lad to his 
own home, was charged with his training. This 
was on the 18th of July, 1828. On the 17th of

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October, 1829, au altempt was made on Caspar’e 
life. Notbing could be learnéd concerning ibe 
appearance or person of the would-be murderer, 
aave what Caspar related himself, viz.: that be 
wore a mask, and made an attempt to kill him 
in the house. This effort to get rid of Caspar 
has, like nearly everything else connected with 
his history, ained a mystery to the present 
time; but there is no doubt that it was in some 
way connected witb his previous life. The 
strange history of the fousdling bad gone 
abroad, it is sapposed, much @ the discomfort 
of some one who supposed that, when he placed 
him in charge of the illiterate day-laborer, be 
woutd never be heard from again. 

The iliness of bis preceptor, Prof. Daumet, 
necessitated a change in Casper’s dome; and 
he was placed in the family of a merchant 
named Buberach. The change was a great mis- 
fortune for Caspar. In his new bome, out of 
the expenenced bands of an educator ke Dau- 
mer, be was treated and exhibited as a natura! 
curiosity. He was made an object of entertain- 
ment for the family and guests of the merchant, 
Questions of all kinds were put to him, and he 
auswers awaited with the utmost attention. The 
effect on the youth was disastrous. His vanity 
was first awakened. Bat, in the end, be came to 
dishke his surroundings, and obtained very false 
notions of the wold be was in. 

In the summer of 1830, Caspar’s guardian, the 
Baron Vou Tucher, noticing the evil effects of

All et- 
forts to discover his murderer were in vain. At 
first the wound was thought to be not dangerous; 
bat death followed three days after it was re 
ceived. In the most touching manner, Caspar 
took leave of those who wete about him. He 
was buried on the 20th of December, at Aus- 
bach ; and the place of his grave marked with 
the inscriptioa :

Attempts to discover Caspar’s origin did not 
cease with bis death. For years every trace of 
him was followed up, in the hope of solving the 
mystery of bis life. There were solentific men 
who occupied themselves fora loug period of 
time with the qnestion of his antecedents. 
Opinions differed concerning him. By some he 
was looked upon as a model of human goodness 
and innocence ; by some, as a stupid peasant- 
lad; by others, again, as an imposter, It was 
now supposed that he was the son of an English 
or German nobleman ; aad now it was asserted 
that he was the illegitimate gon of « Bavarian 
voldier. It was said also that he was a Baden 
Prinoe, soa of che Archducheas Stephenie ; aid 
this surmise was supported by several circum- 
stances |

It is supposed that 
Caspar was the elder of those two sons. The 
daushters of the Archduchess lived in every 
instance. The party interested in the 
extinction of the male line of Stephanie's 
descendants was the mother of the Counts of 
Hochberg, and their sons. Countess Von Hoch- 
berg was matried to the Margrave of Baden, aod 
exteedingly anxious that her sous should ascend 
the throne. But this could not bappen unless 
the sons of the Archduchess were made away 
with, aud unless the Margrave Louis came to au 
understandigg in the matter with his morganatio 
step-mother. It happened as the Countess 
wished. The Archduke Kari and his nephew 
Ludwig died without male issue, and Ludwig 
recognized the right of descent in the Margrave. 
It was a suspicious circumstance that both of 
Stephanie's sons should die or disappear shortly 
after their birth,—tbe more 80 ag the mother had 
always been a remarkably robust woman. Thero 
are very ma circumstances going to show that 
Dsumer’s hypothesis is correet, and that Caspar 
was Stephanie's son, in whose cradle a dying 
clild was placed in his stead. But of this there 
is no certainty, and it seems that the history of 
the boy will remain in the future Whas it has 
hitherto been, —e mystery.

Not unfrequently, too, is it made the occasion 
for ka, which, tarough ignorance or 
evil- ness, ars pernicions in the 
extreme. And tone the less pernicious, remem- 
bering how little given to thé practice of careful 
reasouing are the majority of readers, that the 
premise on which they are based is a false one, 
aod the conclumon unwarranted.

FINANCIAL. 


There was no special movement ia the financial situ- 
ation yesterday. A recurrence of mercantile activity 
is beginning to make itself felt, now that the preoceu- 
pations of taking stock and examining bailance-sheets 
have been set aside, but this has not yet reached aby 
noticeable proportions.

CARBOGEN, & NEW GAS. 
Te the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 
CA, Jan. 22.—Allow me to 
| readers relative to a new discovery in our midst, 
to be henceforth known as carbogen, recently 
brought to light by a practical chemist of this 
city. It is weli known that the gas distilled 
| from either coal, wood, or petroleum, is deficient 
in something which is generally supposed to be 
carbon, in order to render it of high-illuminat- 
ing power. A series of chemical experiments 
have demonstrated that the deficiency is carbo- 
gen, which ean be readily and cheap!
